3. Regarding Claim 1 , the closest prior arts, Filippi et al. (US 2004/0266893 A1, 
WO 2004/003452 and/or WO3/035241) reference discloses the claimed apparatus and 
method except for the distributor pipe comprising the first tube and the second tube 
positioned one inside the other. There is no motivation/suggestion to modify the 
apparatus of Filippi et al. with this structure. 

4. Claims 2-10, 20-21, 12-14, 19 and 16-18 directly or indirectly depend on Claim 1.
